WILL IT SUIT THE REPUBLICANS? 


Indications of a Family Row Over It—No 


Chances of Adjournment—Georgia 
News of Interest.

Wasuinaton, September 24.—[{Special.]— 
There have been many petitions presented to 
congress recently asking the removal of the 
duty on cotton bagging. It was thought by the 
removal of the duty the price would be cheap- 
ened and the object of the trust defeated. It 
seems, however, that the originators of the 
trust, in forming their combine, took all this 
into consideration, and so timed their advance 
in prices that even if the duty was removed it 
could be of no practical benefit to the farmer 
this year. 

Chairman Bacon, of the committee on man- 
ufactures, which has been investigating this 
trust, said to your correspondent today that 
the investigation had been concluded and the 
report will be made in a short while, 

Upon being asked the result of the investiga- 
tion, Mr. Bacon said: 

“We have discovered that there is no jute 
bagging within three months of the 
United States which is not in the 
hands of this trust. The Dundee 
jute merchants have none, and the only place 
where it can be obtained is at Calcutta, from 
which place, in the ordinary course of ship- 
ment, it would require at least three months 
to get it here. This being the case, the re- 
moval of the duty from bagging would be pro- 
ductive of no benefit for this season. The 
planter must have his bagging ready by the 
middle of Oetober or the first of November 
at the latest, or itisof no use to him. The 
trust knowing this did not make its presence 
known by raising the price until July, and 
since it comérols all the jute bagging in this 
country, it has the planters at its mercy, un- 
less some substitute can be used in which to 
wrap the cotton.” 

The Republican Tariff Bill. 

The question of the adjournment of con- 
gress seems likely to be definitely settled with- 
in the next day or two now and the indications 
are that the day will be placed far in the fu- 
ture. The democrats in the house decided 
long ago that if the republican senators con- 
cluded to introduce a substitute tariff bill, no 
action should be taken by the house looking 
to an adjournment until that substitute had 
been considered at ample length by the senate 
aud now there really appears to be a probability 
that the republican substitute will be intro- 
duced. After five months’ work, the sub-com- 
mittee having the matter in charge, has given 
official intimation today that its labors were 
concluded. 

This was a very busy day in and around the 
finance committee room. All#the republi- 
can leaders were there in close consultation, 
and Mr. Aldrich’s report was placed before 
them for their consideration and approval. 
So far as the consideration went the meeting 
was an unqualified success, but it is said that 
in some instances the approval was conspicu- 
ously lacking. Indeed, it is intimated that 
@ caucus at which the parfy lash can be ap- 
plied in secret to the refractory members will 
be necessary before the republican party as 
represented in the senate, can hope to success- 
fully pose as the happy family it has been re- 
pored to be. 

At the conclusion of the conference which 
was kept very secret, Senator Allison, the 
chairman of the sub-committee, ina conversa- 
tion with your correspondent, said: ‘‘Yes, we 
have decided to report our bill to the full com- 
mittee tomorrow. The labors of the sub-com- 
mitiee are at an end, the bill will remain in 
the committee for about two weeks in order to 
enable the minority to prepare their report. It 
will then be presented to the senate and we 
propose to have it fullydiscussed. There will 
be no adjournment of congress until that has 
been done, even if it takes until after the 
election.” 

The minority report will be prepared by Sen- 
ator Beck, who is still at Fortress Monroe. He 
has sent for his books and papers, and agaiust 
the advice of his physicians, he is already bus- 
ily engaged in outlining his document. 

Postmaster-General Dickinson has gone to 
his home in Detroit, Mich. While absent he 
will make two or more campaign speeches in 
that state. While Mr. Dickinson is not so con- 
fident of democratic success in that state as 
some of its representatives in congress, yet he 
believes by hard and proper work, with the 
tariff position of the democrats thoroughly ex- 
plained to the people, Cleveland will win at 
the November election. 

Mr. Dickinson, besides being the leading 
man in Michigan, is one of the shrewdest poli- 
ticians in this country, and the democratic 
Jeaders here believe that the work he will do 
fn Michigan during the next two weeks will 
find expressions in the form of a democratic 
majority in November.

The Senate Bills on Fever. 

WaAsninecton, September 24.—The text of 
the bill intiodaced by Senator Call to-day, for 
the appointment of a yellow fever commission, 
is as follows: 

Be it enacted, ete., That ghe president of the 
United States shall appc int a commission of several 
physiciaus of the different schoois of medicine, so 
fur as practicable, who shall observe and view and 
make a report ofall the facts on yellow fever in 


’ Jacksonville, Fla., so far as practicable, and shall 


also observe and report all facts as tothe condition 
of the city in respect to sanitation and local causes 
of disease and the greater or less prevaience of the 
disease in particu-ar localities and under particular 
conditions, 

Sectiop 2. Said commission shall make a report 
of the Marine hospital service, with the suggestions 
and conclusions on the subject, and the surgeon- 
general shaii prepare it for publication, with his 
opinions and recommendations and report it to 
COUZTeSS. 

Senator Plumb introduced a bill giving a 
reward of $100,000 to any persons who shall 
discover and copyright, for public use, any 
certain remedy or treatment of yellow fever 
which will lower the death to less than 2 per 
cent of the cases which may be so treated any- 
where within the United States. The bill re- 
quests all persons who have been treated by 
any copyrighted remedy, and who recovered 
from the disease, to file asworn statement to 
that effect, with the surgeon-gencral of the 
ariny and doctors and nurses who attend any 
persqps who were treated by any copyrighted 
remedy, and whose death results, are also re- 
quested to file a statement of the manner in 
which the remedy was applied with the sur- 
geon-general of the army. Whenever the 
surgeon-general shali find 981 recoveries out of 
a thousand cases of yellow fever which were 
treated by a copyright remedy, $100,000 shall 
be padi to the discoverer of the remedy.

Introduced in the House Yesierday—A Ter-

Mr. Burnes, of Missouri, called ip the con- 
ference report on the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill and it was agreed to, but no decision 
was reached on the congressional library 
building feature. A further conference. was 
ordered. 

Mr. Clements, of Georgia, presented a me- 
morial of the farmers of Georgia for the 
removal of duty on jute bagging. Referred. 

Mr. Dingley, of Maine, presented a petition 
of citizens of Bath, Maine, asking congress to 
pass a bill for the relief of yellow fever sufler- 
ers. Referred. 

Mr. Holman, of Indiana, from the committee 
on public lands, reported back the senate bill 
extending the laws of the United States overa 
public land strip, and he asked for its immedi- 
ate consideration. Mr. Weaver, of lowa, 
notified the gentleman from Indiana that it 
would require a quorum to pass the bill be- 
cause it was a measure which was antagonistic 
to the Oklahoma bill. 

Mr. Warner, of Missouri, reiterated the 
notification and said that the enemies of the 
Oklahoma bill could not passthe pending 
measure at- the present sessions. Pending 
discussion, Mr. McComas, of Maryland, asked 
unanimous consent. to offer for reference a 
resolution fixing the day for the consideration 
of the Blair educational bill, but Mr. McMillin,

CHIEF JUSTICE FULLER. 


Banquet in His Honer Given by His Old 
Associates. 

Cuicaco, September 2£:—The friends of 
Melville W. Fuller, new chief justice, gather- 
ed by the hundreds tonight to take him by the 
hand and listen once more to his voice before 
his departure for Washington to assume his 
oftice. 

The occasion was a banquet tendered Mr. 
Fuller at the Palmer house by members of. the 
Chicago bar, among whom he has so long been 
a worker, The attendance was not limited to 
the legal fraternity, but included scores of 
citizens of the west distinguished in other 
pursuits. 

There were 500 or more present. Judge 
Drummond presided. Behind the chair a 
floral arch reared in graceful proportions bear- 
ing the inscription: ‘‘Melville W. Fuller,” 
and the delicious perfumes of more than 
100,000 roses filled the chamber. At the right 
hand of the new chief justice sat Judge Wal- 
ter Q. Gresham. Beyond and in order named 
were General G. W. W. Crook, Judge Brad- 
well, Judge Colton, ex-Senator Lyman Trum- 
bull, Hon. Joseph Medill and Hon. W. C.

THE WEATHER NOT FAVORABLE. 


Yet Jacksonville Pulls Through Better Than 
Was Expected. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 24.—[Spec- 
ial.|—Today has been rainy and quite cold and 
decidedly disagreeable. It is very bad weather 
for the sick and the friends of patients are 
anxiously awaiting its termination, as that 
is almost sure to bring a change either for bet- 
ter or for worse. 

A rumor was rife upon the streets this 
morning that Captain Jack Keefe, the popular 
ex-olficer and for some years ehief of police, 
had died at Sandhills hospital. He has been 
in the hospital (also his boy) for about a week. 
The board of health rooms and office of the 
Times-Union were beseiged for two or three 
hours for a confirmation or denial of the re- 
port, There isno telephone cennection with 
Sandhills, (three miles out in the country,) 
and néthing could be learned till the arrival 
of Dr. Sollace Mitchell in town. He brought 
the good news that Captain Jack was steadily 
improving and that there had been not the 
slightest foundation for the ramor. Every- 
body felt relieved for'Jack is deservedly popular 
—as big hearted as he is big bodied. Up to the 
time of his illness he had been doing excelicnt 

ervice under the direction of the board of 
health. 

Surgeon Hatton, in charge of Camp Perry, 
yesterday gave orders to the conductor of the 
government refugee train not to receive any 
disorderly or immoral people upon his cars for 
the camp. Reference was evidently had tothe 
discharged nurses, sent there by Dr. Mitchell, 
for incompetency, pilfering, drunkenness, etc. 
Dr. Mitchell at once wired Surgeon-General 
Hamilton, asking if he had authorized any 
such orders. An answer was promptly received 
in the negative. Today Surgeon Hatton tele- 
graphed Dr. Mitchell to the same effect, as to 
the orders give the conductor. The latter, 
however, ignored the order, and this afternoon 
sent seven discharged nurses to Camp Perry. 

A party of sixteen nurses, including only 
two or three women, arrived today from Phila- 
delphia. 


FEMALE NURSES NEEDED. 

The great need at present is for female 
nurses, the number of males at present being 
somewhat in excess of the demand. Most of 
the new cases being among colored people, 
they are naturally nursed by those of their own 
race. In view of this Dr. Mitchell will, to- 
morrow, issue a circular thanking the country 
generally for its sympathy, and especially 
commending the heroic self sacrifice of the 
nurses who are willing to come here, but 
requesting that no more be sent unless-espe- 
cially invited by the board of health. 

Mr. Grace, gardener at the sub-tropical, was 
today sent to the Sandhiils in a moribund 
condition, and will probably die during the 
night. He had had the fever and recovered 
some time since; but grief at the subsequent 
death of his wifeand other domestic troubles 
brought on a relapse of low malarial fever. He 
begged to be sent to the Sandhills, laboring 
under the hallucination that the change would 
surely restore him to health, so his request was 
complied witn. The day being cold and damp, 
and the ride to the Sandhills in the ambu- 
lance being over rough country, his recovery 
seems hardly possible. The matter is severely 
commented upon in some quarters. 

The black bear in the zoological department 
of sub-tropical, died today with every indi- 
cation that his ailment was the prevailing 
epidemic. His skin will be stuffed and 
mounted in the the Hernando and Pasco an- 
nex. The bear was a great favorite{;with the 
children and a general favorite with visitors. 

HORRORS UPON HORRORS. 

Among the saddest deaths noted of late was 
that of Mr. George F. Howe, in charge of 
Cleveland Esson’s furniture establishment. In 
compaby with three other young men, he had 
taken a cottage at St. Nicholas, two miles down 
the river. to which they went after business 
each night in a rowboat, the house being far 
distant from a settlement and the nearest 
physician being‘in this city. Mr. McLowen, 
one of the party, had a very severe case of 
fever. The day he was first up Howe was 
taken sick. The others nursed him tenderly, 
coming by turns to the city for Dr. Summers. 
The people in the surrounding country gave 
the house a wide berth and would hold no 
communication whatever with the inmates. 
There Howe lingered for several days and 
finally died. To add to the horror of the scene, 
a Memphis female nurse was sent to attend 
him and got beastly drunk during the first 
night she was there so that the other inmates 
of the house had to hold her by main force to 
keep her away from the dying man. When 
the epidemic is over the string of its horrors 
will be a long one. 

McClenny and Fernandina. 

Dr. C. J. Kenworthy went out to McClenny 
today with acar load of ice and provisions, 
also $700 for distribution in a manner in which 
it would do the most good. 

Alarming reports come from Fernandina to- 
day. RK. 8. Lukerbill, agent of the Florida 


| railway and Navigation company in that city, 


died there this morning and repeated inquiries 
by wire failed to elicit any reply. All that 
could be learned was indirectly to the effect 
that the physicians had given congestion as the 
cause of his death. About five o'clock a tele- 
gram came from Fernandina that two 
nurses be sent to Captain Marwell at once. 
Moxwell is superintendent of the Florida rail- 
way and Navigation company system in Flor 
ida, his home being in Fernandina. As Fer 
nandina has a strict quarantine against Jack- 
sonville, not even allowing a car ioad of ice to 
be unloaded there, this request plainly indi- 
cated that Maxwell hadfever. Later a tele 
gram came saying that a locomotive would be 
in Jacksonville at6:30 to take Dr. George 
Troupe Maxwell, the captain’s cousin, with 
nurses to Baldwin, whence a special trai 
would convey them to Fernandina. The en- 
gineer got the nurses from the board of health 
and started off without waiting for the doctor.

NO NEW CASES AT JACKSON. 


A Bad Day—The Bad Condition of the Town 
—Help Needed. 

JACKSON, Miss., September 24.—[Special. ]— 
The fifth day of the epidemic opened with 
lowering skies, threatened rain and cold. We 
have had two mails in five days, no express, 
and no probability of any being received. The 
medical stores are running low. 

In Pike county, Mississippi, people threaten 
to tear up the track and burn the bridges un- 
less the Illinois Central trains are suspended ; 
0 that we who have stayed are denied medi- 
cine, provisions, and everything needful. How 
long the telegraph force can stand the terrible 
demand upon their strength isa problem we 
are studying. The one bright spotis the action 
of the people of Sharon, Tennessee. Doctor 
Guilbert received word from the refugee train 
that left here Friday night that ‘‘not a station 
has permitted us tostop since leaving Jackson. 
About a mile from Sharon, Tenn., the people 
piaced baskets of lunch along the track and we 


only seen shot gun quarantines. We are 
hopeful of getting to our destination some way 
or other; all well, but worn out.”’ 

Jack Cain, a special policeman, was slightly 
wounded by the accidental discharge of hls 
revolver last night. 

The railway mail clerks are thoroughly 
demoralized: <A large quantity of mail was 
tlirown off here for points east and south that 
does not belong to the Jackson office. Wecan 
send no mail and can get no satisfaction from 
the postal authorities, All the outside world 
seems much more frightened and crazy than 
are the can’t-get-aways. Mail Carrier French, 
westward, reports in his ward, whites, 133; 
colored, 493. Carrier Garland, southward, 
reports, whites, 131; colored, 258. Total, 1,015. 
Of these 332 have had the fever in previous 
epidemics, leaving 783 in two wards liable to 
be taken. 

For the past thirty-six hours no new cases or 
deaths reported, which has given rise toa more 
hopeful feeling. Fourteen cases and four 
deaths to date. 


AFFAIRS IN ALABAMA. 


The Excitement Dying Out and Sense 
Returning. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September 24.—[Spo- 
cial. |—The wild excitement which threatened 
to become a general panic has about subsided 
in north Alabama, and there is no longer any 
fear that yellow fever will spread. The news 
from Decatur is very encouraging, and all the 
suspicious cases reported from other points, it 
turns out, existed from scared persons.

One telegram, dated Atlanta 
today, says: The running of trains between 
Chattanooga and Meridian, Meridian and New 
Orleans, Meridian and Shreveport, Aberdeen 
and Durant, Greenwood and Jackson, Durant 
and Ichula, Atlanta and Artesia, west of Col- 
umbus, are not permitted by the people, and 
the probability is that Cairo and Mobile 
and Memphis and New Orleans trains will be 
discontinued. The only way of reaching New 
Orleans with any degree of certainty is by the 
way of Montgomery, and even this ronte is 
threatened. The people along the Vicksburg 
and Shreveport road seem to be one vast mob. |

The Whole Situation Reviewed. 


Cuicaao, Ill., September 24.—Dr. J. H. 
Rauch, secretary of the state board of health, 
arrived from Washington yesterday, after hay- 
ing attended the conference of the state boards 
of health, held at Nashville. He says the 
shotgun system of quarantine prevails most 
extensively in Tennessee, and its cruelty and 
barbarity is illustrated in the killing of a man 
who left the train at Durant, Ky. r. Rauch 
approves the course of the authorities at Louis- 
ville in inviting refugees from the south. 

Relative to the aspect of affairs in the south- 
ern states, the doctor said: ‘From personal 
observation during the conference at Nash- 
ville, and from official reports received, I see 
no reason to change the opinion expressed by 
me a week ago, that there is practically no 
danger of yellow in Tennessee, although de- 
velopments. at Decatur Alabama, and 
Jackson, Mississippi, increase the 
possibilities of it, So far, only one death has 
occurred in Tennessee, at Wildwood, and that 
was of a refugee from Decatur. This was a 
week ago, and so far no other cases have oc- 
curred in that locality. The death of a Deca- 
tur refugee at Lorfisville isthe only one that 
has occurred in Kentucky. Ifit had not been 
for the Decatur outbreak, the true nature of 
which was for some time doubted, the confer- 
ence at Nashville would have agreed upon the 
southern boundary of Tennessee as the limit 
north of which there was no danger, but ow- 
ing to the panic existing in Chattanooga and 
Memphis, the northern boundary line of the 
state was adopted. The only real danger of the 
spread of veilow fever now is in the southern 
portions of South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisianaand Texas. The danger 
line is daily moving south, and the most pow- 
erful ally in preventing the spread of the dis- 
ease is the constantly lowerimg temperature. 
The situation is not nearly so alarming as it 
was in the months of July and August, 1878 
and 1879. The chief source of concernis the 
fact that the shotgun quarantine prevails, and 
in many instances the regular health authori- 
ties are overridden by a mob. Unfortunately, 
the condition of things may obtain for some 
days, even if no new outbreak of fever occurs.’

Sebree at Fort Ringgeld Protected by the 
Militie—Rangers Going to the 
Scene- Oiher Troubles. 


Rro Granpe Crrv, Texas, September 24.~< 
[Special.}—Catrio Garsea, who was shet-on 
Friday last at his place by Victor Sebree, is 
still living and has a chance of recovering, as 
the surgeon at Fort Ringgold says the bal 
struck no vital parts. 

Sebree, who was pursued and shot at by the 
Mexican friends of Garsea, reached Fort Ring- 
gold safely and surrendered himself to the 
commanding officer, Colone] Clendin. He will 
be keptin military custody until the sheriff 
of this county feels that he cam 
protect him. The Mexicans made a demand 
on the military for Sebree but Colonel Clendim 
refused to deliver him up and notified them 
that any attempt totake him by force would 
draw the fire of the gatlin guns and of his en- 
tire command on them. 

The soldierf in garrison were each served 
with one hundred rounds of ball cartridgesand 
slept on their arms on Saturday night. 

In order to prevent ordering of more rane 
gers at any time, communication between Fort 
Ringgold and department headquarters, the 
Mexicans tore down the telegraph wires be 
tween this place and Fort Ringgold.

Ture PR PACTIER POLITICIAN DONE 
CP IN SHORT ORDER.

After Speaking for More Than Two Hoare, 
the Rev. Thad ts Confronted by Colonel 
Candier, and Uurriedly Leaves. 


Jurvrresonx, Ga., September 24.—{Special.j 
Rev. Thaddeus Pickett, who is making a futile 
effort to ride into congress upon the independ- 
ent craze, and who has for months been racing 
over this district from one end to the other, 
circulating slafiders and venal lies upon 
Colonel Candler and his record, and charging 
that he wes afraid to meet him face to face, 
was cornered Saturday at Jefferson by the 
game little bantam and was done up in royal 
. He was absolately riddled, the colonel 
holding up his carcass to the vast audience and 
exhibiting to them the deceptive hypocrisy and 
demagogery of which he is composed. He 
proved him a Har time without number. and 
the whining, petulent, semi-preacher, semi- 
politician left the courtroom with an expres- 
gion on his face well suited to grace the book of 
Lamentations as a frontispiece. 

For two hours and forty-seven minutes, 
Pickett worried the patience of his audience 
in one of the most senseless, weak and discon- 
nected harangues that was ever delivered by 
any one, at any time or at any place. He la- 
bored under difficulties and saw from the start 
that it was an up hill business.- He spoke 
against time and made a hard effort to freeze 
out the audience in order that Colonel] Can-

COLUMBUS EXPOSITION POSTPONED 
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On Account of Quarantine Regulations and 
Imerruption of Transportation. 

Co_umpvs, Ga., September 24.— (Special. ]— 
The Chattahoochee valley exposition which 
was to have been held here October 4th to 13th, 
has been postponed to November 15th to De- 
cember Ist, on account of the interruption to 
travel and transportatibdn of freight, caused by 
strict quarantine regulations in adjoining 
states.

Lime Destroyed in Newnan — Residence 
Burned in Lexington. 

NEWNAN, Ga., September 24.—[{Special.]— 
Saturday night about 10 o’clock, during a very 
hard rain, a fire broke out at the cotton mils 
now in process of erection. The alarm was 
given and the church bells sounded, which 
brought out about all the male population. 
The contractors had left eighty barrels of lime 
which ignited during the rain and destroyed 
one hundred and fifty dollars’ worth of lime 
and lumber. 

Three Houses Burned in Augusta. 

Aveusta, Ga., September 24.—[Special.]— 
A fire occurred in the outskirts of the city, 
near the toll gates this afternoon in which 
three small frame houses were burned and a 
fourth damaged. But for the arrival of the 
fire department an entire row of houses would 
have been burned. 

In the freshet the electric alarm system was 
submerged, poles were uprooted on which 
alarm boxes were fastened and twenty-seven 
of these stations are displaced. The circuits 
are broken and the electric alarm has been use- 
less since the high water, though it is 
being repaired with all practical dispatch. In 
the meantime the old alarm bell, known as 
“Big Steve,’’ which for many years was used 
with the volunteer fire department is now 
called into use. Itcan only imperfectly fill 
the requirements, and the nature of alarm and 
the bad condition of the streets made the de- 
partment slow in reaching the fire.

The Southwestern Railroad Track Ci@ared— 
Mayor Price Dissatisfied at the Action of 
the Fair Committee. 

Macon, Ga., September 24.—[Special.)— 

The Southwestern railroad track has been 

cleared of the wreck that happened yesterday 


| at Echeconnee crossing, twelve miles from 


Macon, and all trains are running through to- 
day without transfer. The injured engineer, 
fireman and wood-passer are doing as well to- 
day as could be expected. Reilroad men say 
the accident was one of the most singular of 


which they ever knew, and it was remarkable 
that no lives were lost and the break was not 
greater. The accident occurred at Echecon- 
pep srgeeing twelve miles from Macon, about 

‘25 o'clock yesterday morning, to the Albany 
train, due in Macon at 2:40. The train was 
running very rapidly; was trying to make 
twelve miles in sixteen minutes. The track 
at the crossing had been covered with sand to 
the depth of fifteen or twenty inches, where it 
was washed by the heavy rains that com- 
menced falling about 1 o’cloek. The 
engine ran upon the sand and 
was immediately thrown off and fell against 
an embankment. The smoke stack was driv- 
en into the sand, the wood work of the engine 
consumed by fire from the furnace, and the 
entire locomotive was demolished. The train 
was going so fast that when the engine left 
the track the cars shot by the engine and 
three of them were thrown from the track and 
damaged. Hadthecars ran into the engine 
the loss of lives and wreck of train would have 
been very great. 

Engineer Clarence Williams was hurled over 
twenty feet, through a window, against an 
embankment. He was hurt in the side and 
above the right eye, and was cut on the leg 
and wrist. 

Fireman Adams was badly scaided on the 
back and shoulder, and hurt internally. 

Woodpasser Reid was caught between the 
tgucks, knovked insensible and injured inter- 
nally.

A BEW COTTON DESTROYER. 
Appearance of a Boring Bug in Several Coun 
ties of Georgia. 

NEWNAN, Ga., September 24.—[Special.]— 
The farmers in this section are very gloomy. 
Besides the damage caused by the heavy rains, 
the caterpillar and boll worm are doing great 
damage. There is another destructive bug that 
is ruining the cotton in this, Troup and Heard 
counties. Itis described as a speckled fly, 
about the size of a potato bug, only more light 
and quick in its movemeats. These go in 
groups and light on the cotton stalks and pro- 
ceed to bore a hole in the bolls of the cotton, 
sometimes six or sevenon a boll at a time. 
They scem to be armed with a boring 
machine on the end of their proboscis, which 
produces a softening of the boll at first and 
turns the cotton black in twenty-four hours. 
In some instances here in this county twenty 
bolls out of twenty-four on a stalk are ruined. 
The whole boll turns black and dries 
up. Our people would be = glad 
to get some _ information on the 
subject from Commissioner Henderson, or 
some other authentic source, in order that they 
may be able to exterminate them, 

Mr. John Camp, one of our most extensive 

lanters, says that he has 160 acres of cotton 
in which these bugs have done much damage, 
and that the caterpillarsfhave stripped 40 acres 
already. 


A WOMAN WITH NERVE. 


Without Help She Killed a Notorious High- 
wayman and Robber. 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, September 24.—The 
notorious ‘‘Lone Highwayman,’’ who has, for 
the past two years, been a terror to travellers 
in the vicinity of Kerrville, and who has, 
without the assistance of a single confederate, 
repeatedly robbed stage coaches, rifled muil 
bags and gone through as many as six com- 
mercial travellers in broad daylight without 
the slightest inconvenience or. resistance, has 
been killed. 

He was shot by Mrs. Lizzie Hay, formerly 
Miss Gibbons, at her home on the head prong 
of the Rio Sabinal, Bandero county, last Mon- 
day. 

The seene of the occurrence is so remote 
from the railroad or telegtaph service that the 
news did not reach town until today, when 
Mrs. Hay visited the city with a company of 
friends. 

To a correspondent she told the story of the 
killing as follows: 

‘Last Monday morning I was sitting in my 
room when suddenly a masked man appeared 
on the front gallery. I told him to leave or 
I'd killhim. He laughed and said, ‘you’re a 
plucky woman, but I’ll have what I want out 
of this house or burn it down over your head.’ 
By this time I had a needle gun and he had 
entered. I drew it down on him within 
eighteen inches of his heart, but it snapped, 
and he said, ‘I’ll kill you,’ at the same time 
producing a long, keen bladed knife and aim- 
ed it at my throat. I warded off its blow, but 
the next time he struck, the end of the knife 
stuck in my forehead, making an ugly gash. 
At the same time, I reversed the end of my 
gun and struck bim over the head, felling him 
to the tloor, and before he could rise I had re- 
versed the gun and pulled trigger. This time 
it fired, the bullet taking effeet in his 
left side. He gave a yell and rolled 
out on the porch. I looked for another cart- 
ridge, but the blood was streaming down my 
face, so 1 could not find them. I wiped it off 
with my apron and reloaded my gun as soon 
as I found the cartridges. He had by this 
time almost reached his horse. I took good 
aim and fired, bat I don’t think I hit him.

Convicted of Murder—A Murder that Would

RAveIGH, N. C., September 24.—j Special. }— 
The trial of Howard, alias Bud Anderson, at 
Goldsboro, for the murder of Wm. Porter, re- 
sulted in his conviction. The judge has sen- 
tenced him to be hanged November 20, 

Anderson asked for new trial. ‘This was re- 
fused and he has appealed to the supreme court. 

His trial created a great sensation. He 
murdered Porter after a quarrel about the 
price of barbecue sold at the latter’s street 
stall. During the entire trial Anderson’s 
mother and sister sat beside him. During the 
trial one of the jurors became very sick. He 
would not leave his post anda physician was 
summpned. Acot was broughtinto the jury 
box and the juaryman was placed on it and 
treated by the physician. He remained until 
the conclusion of the trial. 

The grand jury of Wake county this even- 
ing brought in a true bill against J. C. Parrish, 
the white man who so brutally outraged his 
twelve-year-old daughter.

“YT would not be willing to give any more for 
it than I could make out of it,”” he replied and 
added: ‘Senator Brown has told me that he 
is now paying for the road all it is worth— 
$25,000 a month. If it is put up for sale spec- 
ulators will be apt io get control of it. If it is 
leased, it may not be worth as much in twenty 
years as it is now, because its little rival of to- 
day may become a big one in that time. 
We have a fine property of our 
own aud I am _  =very’ well — satisfied 
with it. Therefore, I am not anxious to take 
any rick such as would be incurred through 
leasing or buying the State road at fancy fig- 
ures. The Central would not build the Amer- 
jous branch were it not forthe fact that we 
have so much business of our own 4 give it.”’ 

Referring to a table showing the tonnage 
and the revenue from freight of the Central 
system, the president pointed out that of all 
its immense traflic, 88 per cent of the revenue 
comes from business which begins or ends on 
the Central ; that is, only one-eighth of its busi- 
ness both starts and ends other systems. Paren- 
thetically it may be remarked that 13 per 
cent of its business starts or ends at Savannah 
and °4 per cent of «!] the eastern business that 
goes to Atianta passes through Savannah, and 
yet there are six routes from Atlanta to New 
York. -

senator told General Alexander. The Central 
feels independent about the lease, in a great 
measure, because it controls so much business 
that it can bring lessees to terms. 

It has been conjectured that the Central 
would either purchase the new Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus road and work in har- 
mony with it, rather than with the Western 
and Atlantic, sometimes called the State road. 
Mr. Hege, thesuperintendent of the Central’s 
main stem division, speaking of the conjec- 
tures,.said they are entirely baseless. The 
State road is an old, well built and perfectly 
equipped road, and there can never be any 
reason for the Central to abandon 
its relations with it. There is no delay on 
freight from the west, but the State road on 
the contrary ships it forward over the Central 
property. The Central reciprocates in haul- 
ing freight round the other way. Mr. Hege 
does not think the Central wil! ever have any 
particular need to control the new road to 
Chattanooga. Some time ago the Central 
authrities spoke of extending their own line to 
but that was when it was 
thought the State road will fall into hands hos- 
tile to the Central interests. Mr. Hege inti- 
mated there was never any selious considera- 
tion of the subject.

Disgraced and Dead. 
The death of Marshal Bazaine at Madrid 
recalls several interesting chapters of his- 
tory. 
Bazaine rose from the rank of private to 
the chief command of the armies of France. 
He was conspicuous for his daring and abil- 
ity in Algeria, in the campaign against the 
Carlists in Spain, in the Crimean war, and 
inthe war with Austria, He was com- 
mander in chief of Maximilian’s army in 
Mexico, and at one time it was strongly 
hoped by the confederates that he would 
lead his troops against Grant’s army. But 
the expected aid from France and Mexico 
failed to materialize; Maximilian’s empire 
dissolved like so much mist, and Bazaine 
returned to France, where five years later 
he led the French legions against the 
swarming hosts of the German invaders. 
Disaster followed disaster, and after the 
fall of Sedan, Bazaine surrendered Metz 
with a force of 173,000 men, three marshals, 
three commanders of corps, forty generals 
of division, 100 brigadier generals, and 
6,000 other officers. 
After the war was over he was tried for 
treason, convicted and imprisoned in a 
fortress, from which he was assisted in 
escaping by his wife, a beautiful and weaithy 
lady whom he had married in Mexico. The 
disgraced soldier fled to Madrid, where he 
was joined by his family, and where he con- 
tinued to reside until his death. 
A few months ago Bazaine’s wife and 
daughter were in Mexico, endeavoring to 
save the remnant of their property, and it 
is probable that the old general died with- 
out any of his leved ones around him. 
In the light of recent history it is by no 
means certain that Bazaine wasa_ traitor. 
His surrender of Metz stopped the unneces- 
sary effusion of blood; his defense of the 
place would not have changed the result of 
the war. Some day the impartial verdict of 
posterity may vindicate his memory, and 
present him to the world asa _ patriotic 
Frenchman and a great soldier.

The poem was as enjoyable on the last page 
as it would be wherever itappeared. Ithas 
a prominence of its own which it imparts to 
its surroundings. 

Asa companion pigce to Mr. Dumas’s 
‘‘Whippoorwill,’’ we print this morning, 
from Harper’s Magazine, a poem by Robert 
Burns Wilson, entitled “Where Summer 
Bides.’’ We invite our readers to compare 
these poems. Both are from the pens of 
southern poets, and both, in a way, present 
pictures that are local, if not provincial; 
but we claim for the Georgia poet that he 
comes nearer to the simplicity of life and 
nature—the life and nature that Rebert 

surns touched—than Burns’s namesake in 
Kentucky. 

The poem of Robert Burns Wilson is 
perhaps more sumptuous in its rhetoric than 
that of Dumas, and this fact may make it 
more acceptable to magazine editors; but 
does it touch life as closely, does it bring us 
as nearto the heart of human nature as 
Dumas’s poem? 

We are not posing as critics. The reader 
must answer the questions we have asked to 
suit himself. We are not instituting invid- 
ious comparisons, nor do we propose to 
render a verdict. It is our purpose to give 
the readers of Tme CONSTITUTION an 
opportunity to enjoy two poems by southern 
writers.

The Crazy Quarantines. 

The insanity of quarantine is locking the 
south in its maniac grip. 

We note that in the above three adjectives 
are employed to denote madness. They hardly 
cover the lIunaey of this quarantine busi- 
ness. Every eross-road guarded by men sit- 
ting on stumps with rifles. The able-bodied 
population of a town resolved into militia 
to patrol the suburbs. Through passenger 
trains stopped six or ten miles outside of 
such cities as Memphisand Chattanooga 
and foreed to run at ‘not less than fifteen 
miles an hour’’ through such towns as Shef- 
field and Tuscaloosa. Other towns, suchas 
LaGrange, Tenn., and West Point, Miss., 
closed against the world. That is the situ- 
atjon throughout the south. 

With all its frantic haste the quarantine 
is thoroughly inefficient. It proceeds on the 
wrong principle from the very start.  In- 
stead of fencing the few infeeted: points in, 
the attempt is made to fence the fever out 
from the rest of the world. It is the Jersey 
bull, let loose on the country, with instruc- 
tions to fence him out, instead of fencing 
him in his pen. 

THE CoONsTITUTION long ago pointed out 
that the government should take hold of the 
epidemie, disestablish needless quarantines 
and rigidly enforce quarantine where it is 
needed. Those cities that hope to make 
reputation for health by escaping the fever 
through strict quarantine should remember 
that the very urgency and swiftness. of 
their quarantine measures advertises to the 
world that they are dreading and expecting 
the deadly guest and that their soil is 
favorable and fruitful, if the winds should 
blow it in!

In less than thirty days a factory in At-

What does this mean for Georgia? The 
converting of wood and iron from our for- 
ests into. two hundred sewing machines 
every day means keeping at home or draw- 
ing in from other states more than a million 
dollars a year that now goes north for sew- 
ing machines. It means adding that much 
to our exports, or decreasing by that much 
our imports. THE CONSTITUTION alone 
sent $45,000 to Lilinois last year for sewing 
machines for its weekly subscribers. Next 
year it will keep thisat home. The Brosius 
sewing machine factory will do a great deal 
towards enriching Georgia. What is next?

Clara Barton and the Red Cross. 

Eprrors. Constitution: Who is Clara 
Barton, aud whatis the Red Cross society? 
CAppleton’s Cyclopedia of American Biography 
gives the following sketch of Clara Barton: She 
was born in Oxford, Mass., about 1830, the daughter 
of Captain Stephen Parton. She becamea teacher 
early in life, and founded a free school in Bor  @1- 
town, N. J. It was at first. attended by only six 
pupils, but when Miss Burton left it there were 
more than 600. In ISS! @ ie becamea clerk in the 
patent office, and remained there tillthe war be- 
gun, when she devoted herself to the care of 
wounded soldiers on the battle field. In 1864 she 
was appointed ‘lady in charge’’ of the hospitals at 
the frontofthe army of the James. In 1865 she 
went to Andersonville to identify and mark the 
graves ofthe union soldiers buried there, andin 
the same year was placed by President Lincoln 
in charge of the search for the missing men of the 
union armies. She lectured during 1866 and 1867 on 
her war experiences,and afterward went to Switzer- 
land for her health. At the beginning of the Franco- 
German war in 1870 she assisted the grand duchess 
of Baden in the preparation of military hospitals. 
She superintended the supplying of work to the 
poor of Strasburgin 1871. after the siege, and in 
1872 had charge of the public distribution of sup- 
plies to the destitute people of Paris, At the close 
of the war she was decorated with the golden cross 
of Baden and the iron cross of Germany. In 1881 
thei American jRed Cross society was organized 
and she becagne its president. It is modeled after 
its European namesake, and its object is ‘‘to organ- 
ize a system of national relief, and apply the same 
in mitigating suffering ‘aused by war, pestilence, 
famine and other calamities.” 

In 1884 Miss Barton had charge ofthe expedition 
for the reliefof the sufferers from the flood in the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain dan Provisions, 

CHICAGO, September 24—Trading in wheat was 
active and the feeling decidedly unsettled with 
higher range of prices, accompanied with consider- 
able excitement at times. Shorts, influenced by 
the situation as it now presents itself were anxious 
to cover, and there was but little disposition to sell, 
at least to go short, thongh some realizing long 
wheat occurred, and had it not been for this, prices 
would have run still higher. At times offerings 
were light, most of the operators who are long feel- 
ing confident of higher prices. Cable advices quo 
ted quiet and unchanged markets, and the opening 
here was steady at about Saturday’s closing, became 
strong and advanced 4%@‘%¢c, then eased off a trifle, 
and ruled steady for a while, but later rallied sharply 
on active buying which started shorts to covering, 
and pricesywith some fluctuations, were advanced 
2c for December, which is the leading feature, 
above early or inside prices. The cause for this 
sudden advance was very bullish news received 
from the northwest, particularly Duluth, where 
wheat wasexcitedand higher with quotations for 
May several cents above the New York market. 
Advices from the northwest noted an active compe- 
tition between the mills for offerings of choice 
wheat. Another feature which aided materially in 
strengthening the market was a decrease in visible 
supply. Operators had calculated upon an increase, 
but the blackboard figures showed that the increase 
would be light, and might possibly show a decrease 
long before the actual result was posted. The mar- 
ket held firm at the advance, closing at 2c higher 
for October, 2\%c higher for December, and 2¢ high- 
er for May than the closing figures of Saturday. 

Speculative trading in corn was quite active and 
the feeling a little unsettled. The market opened 
yc lower than the Closing prices of Saturdap, and 
then sold off 44c and advanced 5, reacted °c and 
closed 44@*¢c lower than Saturday. Trading was 
active early, and the feeling after the weak opening 
was better, due mainly to the strength of wheat 
and covering by shorts. A large increase in visible 
supply increasel offerings, and this and estimates 
for tomorrow caused a reaction. There was some 
selling of May for country account, but trading was 
largely in October. 

An easy feeling prevailed in oats, with a decline 
of about jc. Receipts were large and there was a 
liberal increase in tlie visible supply.

A GEORGIA SEWING MACHINE THAT 
RUNS ITSELF. 


Made of Georgia Iron, Wood and Steel— 
An Enterprise That Will Revolutionize 
the Sewing Machine Business. 

Atlanta has "a sewing machine made in 
Georgia, of Georgia iron, wood and steel, and 
it runs itself. 
This is the begianing of an industry which 
mechanical experts say will revolutionize the 
sewing machine business of the world. 
For forty years sewing machine men have 
been trying to devise a motor which would do 
away with the pedal movement that is doing 
so much damage. A great many men have 
tried their hands at it and failed. All sorts of 
motors have been tried without success. 

It remained for an Atlanta man to solve the 

problem, and here is the way it came about: 

One Sunday evening in last December Mr. 

John Brosius and Mrs. Brosius were sitting on 

their front porch on Houston street, and with 

them were Mr. and Mrs. Powers, their next 
door neighbors. 

Mrs. Powers, knowing his inventive genius, 

said to Mr. Brosius: 

“Why don’t you invent something to run 

sewing machines, and save the women 680 

much hard work?” 

“Itold her that I didn’t care anything. 

about sewing machines” said Mr. Brosius yester, 

day, in speaking oftthe occurrence, ‘‘but a little 
while afterwards three sewing women passed 
by and one of them had her hand on her hip. 

They*ooked tired and worn out and I thought 

to myself, ‘It’s a work of humanity, I must 

invent something to take the place of this 
pedal movement that is wearing out the 
women.’ 

“That night I did not sleep, and the next 

day I told Mr. Powers I had the motor and I 

would make one. 

“*Why, you have got the biggest thing in 

the world, man!’ said he, when I explained it 

to him. 

‘‘T made the motor, the smaller of the two 

you saw in Mr. Howell’s office, and fitted it to 

Mrs. Powers’s sewing machine and it ran like 

a top.”’ 

That is the story of an invention which grew 

out of acrying necessity. The patent rights 

for all foreign countries have been sold and 
the man who bought them has named Mr, 

Brosius ‘‘the Edison of the south.”’ 

A stock company with $500,000 capital stock 
has been formed in Atlanta to make the ma- 
chines and motors and all the stock is taken 
but about $100,000. The charter will be se- 
cured on the Ist of October and the movers in 
the enterprise say that they will be making 
machines by the hundred in less than three 
mouths, 

But what is the motor? 

It is ‘‘clockwork reversed,’’ as Mr. Brosius 

describes it. ‘In ordinary clockwork the 

springs start the motion and there is a system 
of wheels tospeed it down so as to measure 
time. In Mr. B¥osius’s motor the motion is 

started by springs, but the wheels are 80 

arranged as to speed it up toa rapid velocity. 

Of course it takes powerful springs to furnish 

the required power when the speed is multi- 

plied. Mr. Brosius uses a four inch coil of 
heavy steel an inch and a half wide, and say 
one-eigth to one-sixteenth of an inch -thick. 

Two such coils run asewing machine as if 
it wereatoy. It takesa lever two feet long 
to wind them with ease, and a few turns of 
the lever will ran the machine fifteen minutes. 
It stitches through jeans several times doubled, 
aud yetit is so easily controlled by a brake 
that in stitching muslin the speed can be regu- 
| lated so as toturn the sharpest corner with 
nicety, or to stop in an instant if it is desired. 

The motor is the big thing. 

The invention is applied now to the sewing 
machine, but the application of the motor will 
extend through the whole range of machanics. 
It, will run a tricycle or a church organ or a 
railway tricycle just as well as a sewing ma- 
chine, and Mr. T. J. James thinks it will run 
a light buggy. 

Mr. Brosius says that for dentists’ use it will 
beat anything they have ever tried, and it will 
cost less. Wherevera light and economical 
motor is desired it will find a place. 

The company proposes to manufacture mo- 
tors and sewing machines with motors. Of 
the sewing machines now in use—probably 
several millions in the United States—they 
calculate on supplying one-fifth with motors 
which will be attachable to any machine. One 
of the advantages of Mr. Brosius’s invention 
is that it works by direct gearing with cogs 
and without a belt. He attaches the motor to 
the end of the machine shaft, and he has a 
patent on this form of attachment. 

In addition to the motor Mr. Brosius has in- 
vented and patented a new mechanical move- 
ment to run the shuttle, feed dog and another 
piece of the sewing movement. 

Itis something like the cam movement 
which runs the eccentric rod on asteam engine, 
but the cam, instead of a lump On one side of 
the axle, is a round disc with one side set in 
the center, and the whole disc projecting and 
carrying the eccentric with it as it revolves. 

It makes a new serpentine movement, which 
Mr. Brosius says will apply to a great many 
other things in mechanics, and supply a long

He was told by experts that such a motion 
was not possible in mechanics, but he went on 
and perfected it anyhow. 

Mr. Brosius isa genius. This is is not his 
first invention by a largenumber. He learned 
his trade with a locksmith in Virginia, and has 
made edge tools, including ship-carpenters’ 
tools, and sold them in New York. During 
the war he made surgical instruments for the 
surgeons of the confederate army. 

While running a locomotive, he concluded 
that there was no need of being in the ditch as 
often as engineers find themselves, and he in- 
vented a combination rail, which prevents the 
derailing of cars, even after the flange breaks 
off a wheel. 

Like Edison, Mr. Brosius sells the products 
of his mind ahead. He has contracted with 
the new motor company to give them the bene- 
fitof all improvements that may hereafter 
come into his mind, with reference to the mo- 


tor and the sewing machine.
